Opportunities to Enlist in Commonwealth 
Forces 


PARLIAMENTARY COMMITTEE’S 
SATISFACTION 


On Thursday in last week in the HO6use of Commons. the 
Home Secretary (Mr. Herbert Morrison), replying to a question 
by Earl Winterton, said: 

Ihe Commonwealth Government have recently announced 
that plans have been completed for using on a voluntary basis 
the labour and skill of civilian internees sent to Austraha who 
wish to participate in the common etlort for the defeat of the 
Nazi and Fascist ageressors and their accomplices. The Com- 
monwealth Government have capressed their agreement to the 
enlistment of fit men of milifary age in labour units of the 
Australian military Forces and the employment of specialists 
and technicians in work of national importance. They are also 
prepared to agree to the release of youths under the ave. of 
18 to continue their education and studies or to learn occupa- 
tions such as farming, provided that they have adequate means 


make these afrangements, and I trust they will meet with a 
g00d response from these internees who are willing to assist 
the Allied cause. : 


Our Lobby Correspondent writes : 

This action of the Australian Government has given great 
Pieasure to the Parliamentary Committee on Refugees. Two 
months ago their deputation laid the case before Mr. Stanley 
Bruce, High Commissioner for the Commonwealth in London. 
Of some 2,500 men originally sent from Great Britain to 
Australia for internment in September, 1940, about S50 have 
been released or “ authorised for release,” leaving about 1,900 
sill interned. Of these, 1,700 are Germans and Austrians, the 
rest Italians, Thus less than one-fourth of those internees are 
released or “ authorised.” Of enemy aliens still in Great Britain, 
however, well over four-fifths have been reicased, most of them 
uscfully occupied in the war effort. 


The Chief Difficulty 


The chief obstacles to Australian*rclease have been slowness 
of communication and scarcity of shipping. The Committce 
made suggestions through Mr. Bruce to improve the position, 
including extended facilities for release within Australia. This 
has hitherto been granted only for a very few men with excep- 
tionally high qualifications - for employment. Could it be 
extended, they asked, to cover men of less high quality but of 
useful experience in industry, agriculture, etc.. or suitable as 
trainees? It would be understood, they added,, that employment 
would only be “Sfor the duration,” the men to be subsequently 
returned to Great Britain-or migrated..

Maiden Speech in House of Lords

Lord Wedgwood was warmly welcomed on delivering his 
maiden speech in the House of Lords on Tuesday.

CHIEF RABBI ON A SACRED DUTY 


Presiding over the 8Sth annual meeting of Jews’ College 


at Woburn House last week. the Chief Rabbi (who is the 
President of the College) said the great thing to note was 
that their work was proceeding normally, That fact was 
of the utmost importance. . 

Dr. Hertz spoke of the counsels of panic which had gbcen 
voiced when the war broke out: One was that the College 
should be moved elsewhere: another, that i should close down 
altogethe: In war-time, he continued, those agencies like the 
universities, which marmtained the character, enlightenment, and 
humanity of the nation, must be kept alive, and on the success 
of Jews’ College depended the future character, enlightenment, 
and humanity of Anglo-Jewry. It was, therefore, their sacred 
duty to maintain that work unbroken. The work of the Council, 
went on Dr. Hertz, had gone on without a single day's inter- 
ruption ever since the outbreak of the war. This was some- 
thing for which tbey had every reason to be gratelul to Pro- 
vidence and to all these who had kept the flag of the College 
fiving 
The Acting Principal [Dr Hertz himsel{] was only the Acting 
Principal, he said, the real work being done by. his loyal 
deputies. the members of the academic stafl. In this way they 
had a “rotating Rectorate?’ by which a Professor deputised 
for the Acting Principal every three months. This experiment, 
which was already in force in so many universities, was proving 
very successful 

Ihe Chicf Rabbi referred with gratitude to the gilt of £1,000 
the Counc! had received from Mr. David Sandelson, of Leeds, 
1o perr @ ite the memory of his father. 

In the twelve or thirteen years to the centenary of the College, 
he hoped, said Dr. Hertz. eflorts would be made to put it in 
an economically independent position. i 

Ihe report of the Council could be read by the community 
with a great deal of gratification. They had many academic 
successes, and the large number of. ministers-—graduates of 
the College——who were serving the cause of Britain and tree- 
dom by acting as chaplains in all theatres of the war was 
something of which the College had every reason to feel proud. 

On the motion of Mr. Ralph Pinto. the Treasurer, seconded 
hy the Rev. Ephraim Levine, the report and accounts were 
adopted. 

Members of the Council were elected and the names declared 
of representatives of the Jewish Memorial Council, the United 
Synagoguc, and the Spanish and Portuguese Congregation. 

Votes of thanks were accorded to the Hon. Officers and 
Council: the Ladies’ Auxiliary of Jews’ College Council: the 
Hon. Medical Officer (Dr. J. Snowman): and the Hon. Solicitors 
(Messrs. Morley, Shirreff and Co., and Messrs. Adler and 
Peronne). 

At the meeting of the Council which followed and which 
was presided over by Mr. Ralph Pinto (in the absence of Mr. 
S Japhet), the draft scheme for the formation of the Central 
Examining Board for Teachers’ Examinations was circulated, 
and on the motion of Mr. A. Kahn, seconded by the Rev. 
Levine, the meeting decided. that it should be submitted to 
the Education Committee. in consultation with the staff, and 
that the Committee should report to the Council. 

Mr. S. Japhet was re-elected Chairman of the Council: Mr. 
Ralph Pinto and M?. Alan A. Mocatta, Joint Treasurers: and 
the Rev E. Levine, Hon. Secretary. 

After the various Committees Had been elected, Dr. S$. Daiches, 
in giving the results of examinations, announced that the Rev. 
Isaac Cohen, who was engaged in his duties as Minister at 
Leeds, had found time to continue his studies and to pass his 
Minister's Examination in a very satisfactory manner.

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JEWISH RECONSTRUCTION 


A Non-Jew’s View of Jewigh 
Problems 


I.—FOUNDATIONS. 
By THE REV. DR. JAMES PARKES - 


In a_ series of three articles, the Rev. Dr. Janies 
Parkes, who has a distinguished record as a fighter 
against anti-Semitism and a proven friend of Jewry, 
outlines the views Of a sympathetic and deeply inter- 
ested non-Jew on the problems of post-war Jewish 
reconstruction. Dr. Parkes speaks bluntly and frankly. 
Many of his ideas will no doubt and in due course 
be hotly contested. But they represent the views and 
suggestions of an honest, well-disposed, and unusually 
gifted non-Jewish onlooker who observes with detached 
intelligence but with genuine sympathy the tragedy of 
the Jewish position. In this first article Dr. Parkes deals 
with the immediate foundations of reconstruction as he 
sees them. 


The Jewish settlement after the last war was based largely on 
theory and idealism. This is. understandable enough. and it 
would be impertinence to deny the serious effort made by the 
Jewish Communities to right their historic wrongs. But nothing 
is more essential than that the new setticment after this war 
should be solidly based on realities. 

As I see them, these realities are three: the dual nature of 
Jewry: the differences in the situation of. different Jewish Com- 
munities: and the different levels of the societies within which 
Jewish Communities live. 

In such circumstances there cannot be one single solution for 
the problem. 

Jewry is a civilisation, built on the foundations of a religion. 
There is no solution for the problem of the Jews as a people 
which does not face the fact that the ultimate bond in Jewry 
is Judaism. and which does not recdgnise that institutional 
Judaism is both essential to Jewish survival and as much in 
need of radical reform as institutional Christianity. 

The Christian democracies have largely fallen t6 pieces 
because they have lost their faith. The same is true-of Jewry. 
The decay*of the Synagogue its responsible for part of its 
miseries. | am not exaggerating. or forgetting other factors, 
but a revival of the Svnagogue is as needed as a revival of the 
Church. Reform and Liberal movements in both religions have 
done all they can, and their work has been of inestimable 
value. What is needed to-day: for both is the transformation 
of Orthodoxy, and its restatement in terms as profound agd as 
searching as those of its original builders, but terms consonant 
with modern lite and God's revelation in the centuries which 
have passed since the Talmudists and their imterpreters. 

Ihe type of controversy too olten recorded faithfully in the 
pages of THe Jewish CHronicte saddens a sympathetic out- 
sider. I can think of three in recent months, none of which 
would do credit to the least and narrowest of the Gaons. Both 
Christianity and Judaism are trying to whip up a new energy 
on the inherited capital of past generations, and nt cannot be 
done. There are Jews who blame “™ fraternisation ” or ** con- 
versionism just as there are Christians who blame all on 
“humanism,” Both are escapimts: tor the danger does not he 
there, but. within each faith itself. 


The civilisation of Jewry is expressed in a religion, but 
it is a civilisation, not merely a faith for individuals. It 
needs corporate expression, as well as individual religious 
fervour. 


It needs the ideal of nationalism as well as that of assimila- 
tion, The attempt to torce all Jews into cither mould ts a talse 
one, for this duahsm ts) inherent Jewish history: it 
implicit im the nature of Judaism itsell.  Ineividual equality for 
the Jewish citizens dispersed in the western democracies and 
clsewhere, and corporate equality for the Jewish Communities 
concentrated in Eastern Europe, are both realistic interpretations 
of Jewish history. => 

Citizenship in the Dispersion and treedom in the National 
Home are twin crowns of Jewish deselopment. 

The controversy between the two ts an internal Jewish aflair, 
but it hinders the understanding of the Gentile, and creates un- 
necessary mistrust. [t mM a futile controversy, for there ts only 
the remotest possibility that enher side will win a complete 
victory, and it would be a tragedy for both Gentiles and Jews 
ii cither side did 

In the last settlement. western Jews imposed on Eastern 
European nations a formula of individual equality tor Jewish 
citizens within a status of national micrionty. Ut has turned 
out that their formula was upside down. The national inferiority 
implied in the very word “ local minority ~ made the Jewish 
Communities powerless to resist unjustified attacks on the 
equality of thei individual members, and compelled them to 
a policy of continual and extremely barren protest. A new 
settlement must tackle the nations within which Jewish Com- 
munities live, as they really are ; 

It is no’use ignoring the fact that continual protest is a method 
which infuriates those against whom tt ts directed, and so 
makes redress more and more unlikely. Even those who started, 
with feelings of goodwill were’ soon alienated by the continual 
clamour of Jewish protest—sometimes very unjusufied protest. 
But to grguc from this that Jews must accept injustices in 
silence Would be absurd. The answer ts not that, but agree- 
ment in advance between both sides as to mutual rights. It is 
this which was conspicuously absent at Versailles, where 
Britain, France, and America forced Minority Treaties down 
the throats of extremely unwilhng countries, 

What may be the post-war political or social form of Eastern 
Europe-—or any other part of the world—it ts impossible yet 
to say. The extraction of formal political rights from govern- 
ments in exile is of very little use. All that is certain is that 
there will be areas under sonfe form of government in which 
this or that nationality lives, with Jewish groups scattered among 
them. It is with national groups, Poles or Rumanians or others, 
that the Jews, as one of the national groups concerned, need 
to discuss their future life,.not on a political, but on an actual 
basis, a basis which would be -equally applicable whether the 
area was subsequently a sovereign *“ bourgeois ” state, part of 
a wider federal unit, or a member of the Socialist Soviet 
Republics. And the discussion should not turn on “ rights” 
and “ guarantees’’: it should not inglulge in that favourite 
Jewish activity of mdking statesmen “ put it on record.” It 
should deal with the actualities of life in the professions, in 
industry, and in agriculture, and the place of Jew and Gentile 
in each, and it should seek agreement in a policy which ‘s of 
benefit to both sides, and thereby to the arca as a whole, 

These, then, are the three foundations: the recovery of the 
vitality of Judaism as a_ religion-which-is-a-civilisation: the 
acceptance of the dual situation created by Judaism and Jewish 
history; and realistic agreement with the people among whom 
the Jews are to live.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


The Teachings of Isaiah 


“ Here am I, send me.’—\Isaiah vi, 8. 


HE vivid picture set forth in to-morrow’s Haftara of the 
T consecration of this servant of the Lord stands unique 

in the literature of the world. In a time of the gravest 
crisis, Isaiah is chosen to be the messenger of the Most High 
to speak the word of God to the men and women of Israel, 
to guide and admonish them, to comfort them in their 
sorrows lest they be overwhelmed by the blackest despair. 
To the prophet there appears a vision. He is standing in 
a wondrous temple, he hears mysterious voices proclaiming 
the supreme sanctity of the Lord, “ Holy, holy, holy is 
the Lord of Hosts.” His lips are touched with the Divine 
fire of heavenly inspiration, and, though he modestly 
declares his unworthiness for the mission entrusted to him, 
his response to the call to duty is eager and immediate. 
“Here am I, send me!™ And in this answer lay his 
greatness and his immortal teaching to us to-day. For Israel 
was passing through a period of danger that threatened his 
very existence, The apparently invincible hordes of the 
Assyrian had invaded the land and laid waste its greater 
part. The territory of ten of the tribes had already been 
conquered and its inhabitants deported into exile. Only 
the small area of Judah in the south resisted the foe and the 
fear of defeat lay upon them in all its horror. Was there 
any hope of deliverance in sight before Finis was written 
to the story of Israel? It needed a personality imbued with 
the highest degree of courage to face such an alarming 
situation and to implant complete faith in the hearts of the 
people in the power of the God of their salvation. It 1s 
to the undying glory of Isaiah that almost alone he boldly 
stepped into the breach and took upon himself the heavy 
responsibility of leading his nation through the misery of 
despondency into the sunshine of the coming victory. “Here 
am |. send me.” With unbounded enthusiasm he devoted 
his whole being to the ministry of his God, ready to seek 
“a Way to overcome all perils and obstacles in securing the 
ultimate preservation of Israel. 


HE personal example’ of the prophet and his inspiring 
teaching should prove of inestimable value to us in 
our present trials. Each one of us must be zealous’ in 
offering himself to the utmost in the service of our sacred 
cause. The Assyrian is again in the land. Our deadly 
enemies are seeking by every vile means of their panoplicd 
might to dominate mankind and to destroy all that makes 
life worth living. Against this conspiracy of evil, the call 
comes to each one of us to play his part to the full, saying, 
* Here am f. send me.” Whatever be our indjvidual qualhi- 
cations and abilities, opportunities for usefulness in. the 
present emergency will throng in upon us. Only let us 
resolve to throw ourselves into the struggle with the self- 
devotion of an Isaiah. and no temporary reverses, sad and 
distressing as they are, can crush our spirits or damp our 
ardour in the cause of righteousness. For “ we have a strong 
city. walls and bulwarks doth He appoint for salvation.” 


Ihe real secret of a triumphant close of the present world- 
conflict Hes in the spirit that animates the defenders of our 
cause, Whilst our adversaries aim at universal oppression 
of the weak and a blind worship of the power of the State, 
exercised by violence and brutality, our objective ts. to 
re-establish freedom of thought and action, treedom trom 
fear. and equal rights for all mankind. And in this mighty 
struggle, our hearts are made strong by the knowledge that 
ours is the battle of the Lord, that the Divine Aid will 
ever be with us-—if only we consecrate our utmost 
endeavours to the success of our efforts to victory. Have 
we not already witnessed the revelation of the power of 
the Lord in the affairs of men, the stretching forth of the 
Hand of God to save us from destruction’? When the 
British Empire resolved to stand alone in defiance of tts 
enemy, when the prospects of our escape from defeat were 
at their lowest. who dreamed that the day would shortly 
arrive When some of the most powerful nations of the 
world would become our allies and make our cause then 
own in the determination to overthrow the oppressor! 


N our darkest hour, the words of Isaiah were unexpectedly 
realised and new hope was breathed into our souls. 

“ The people that walked in darkness have seen a great 
light; they that dwelt in the land of the shadow of death. 
upon them hath the light shined.” This startling change 
in the world-situation has made clear what was hitherto 
the mysterious plan of the Divine Providence tn unfolding 
the destinies of men. As in the days of Isatah..so in our 
own times has been renewed the contest between the powers 
of light and darkness, between those who love justice and 
right as the world’s first principles of government and their 
opponents who rely upon force and barbaric tyranny. Their 
so-called “new order” would mean the enslavement of 
mankind and the suppression of all international law and 
mutual tolerance. Towards the people of Israel they declare 
a policy of annihilation or the reduction to the state of 
being the outcasts of society. There would be no hope 
of happiness for members of our people and faith; our 
disappearance from the stage of the world would be hastened 
with the utmost speed and cruelty. But “the Lord will 
comfort His people,” proclaims our-prophet, “and He will 
have compassion upon his afflicted. . In the Lord, shall 
the seed of Israel be justified and shall glory.” We have not 
survived centuries of suffering in order to perish at the 
hands of these enemies of mankind. To our immediate aid 
have come the nations who seck justice and truth, and their 
triumph will free the world from the shadow of evil now 
darkening the horizon, “ Then shall his yoke depart from 
off them, and his burden depart from off their shoulder.” 
Until that glorious day dawns and the power of the enemy 
be destroyed and the blessing of peace return to bring 
healing to the bruised heart of the world, may we contimtue 
to learn the lesson of our prophet, “ Here am I, send me,” 
and each, to the capacity of his strength and with the 
utmost zeal, labour to ensure the success of our righteous 
cause, that all men may. dwell in security, with none to 
make them afraid. “ And all flesh shall know that I the 
Lord am thy Saviour, and thy Redeemer, the Mighty One 
of Jacob.”

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RELIGIOUS CHALUTZIM CONFER 
Progress of Bachad 


The third Pegisha (cenference) of Brit Chalutzim Datiim was 
held last week at Kibbutz Shivat Zion, Avoncrott College, 
Bromsgrove, Worcs., and was attended by more than one 
hundred delegates. 

_ The first session was opened with an address in Hebrew by 
Chaver Arieh Handler. In the course of his remarks, he 
expressed the gratitude of the movement to THe Jewrsn 
CHRONICLE for the support and generous amount of space it 
had aflorded them during the past year. Mr. R. J. Friedmann 
brought greetings on behalf of the J.N-F. 

Chaver Hans Heinemann gave an address on “ Torah —Our 
Guiding Principle.” 

The next session began with a report on the year's activities 
by Chaver Handler on behalf of the Hanhalah (Executive) He 
described the progress which the movement had made since the 
closing of Gwrych Castle in April, the subsequent opening of 
a number of self-supporting centres, many of which had since 
had to be closed, and the gradual consolidation of the move- 
ment which was now taking place. This was followed by 
reports from Kibbutzim, Thornham Fold Farm. Kynnevsley. 
St. Asaph, Buckingham, Bromsgrove. and from branches in 
London, Manchester, Leeds, and Liverpool Yeshiva, A report 
was also given by the representative of Bnei Akivah (youth 
section of the Torah Va'Avodah movement) 

In the evening, Mr. Handler gave an address on “* Religious 
Socialism—Where Do We Stand As a Movement To-day in 
Eretz Yisrael and In The Galut?*’ Chaver Erwin Seligmann then 
spoke on “ Religious Chaluziut—What Does It Demand Fro 
Qur Chaverim?” 

Committees were elected for Finance and Keren Ha 
(Mutual; Aid Fund), Organisation and Constitution, Hadhshara 
and Training, Tarbut and Publications. Snifim (town brdnches) 
and Bnei Akivah, and Standing Committee for nominations and 
resolutions. 

On the tollowing day, Mr. Handler continued his general 
report with a political survey, with particular reference to the 
Jewish Army, the work of the Jewish Agency, and the demands 
for unity which had recently been coming from different Zionist 
parties, 

Ihe Pegisha expressed its eratification at two achievements: 
the establishment of the Merkaz Limud as the permanent study 
centre of the movement, at which all chavermm and chaverot will 
be able to spend a part of ther Hachshara, and the reappear. 
havenu as the organ of the movement 

At the last session, tt was decided, among other things, to 
sstablish a department for agricultural education, with special 
nphasis on. the agricultural conditions cf Eretz Yisrael Ihe

THE TEL-AVIV ROBBERY CASE 
Two Men Charged 


Two men, named Nissim Reuben and Joshua Becker, 
were committed for trial before the Assize Court in connec- 
tion with the shooting affray in Tel-Aviv on January 9 
(reported in THe JewisH CHRONICLE of January 16). 

It will be recalled that an empiovee of the Egged Transporta- 
tion Company was robbed of a large sum of money by a gung 
when leaving the Ellern Bank. Ihe robbers opened fire on the 
pursuing crowd, as a result of which two men, named Abraham 
ben Abraham and Federman. lost their lives. 


Statement by Dead’ Police Officer 


Strong objection was raised by counsel for the deicnce 
against the introduction of an alleged statement by Inspector 
Goldman, one of the policemen who were killed in the bomb 
outrage in Tel-Aviv, reported in Tue Jewtsn CHronicte last 
week, but the objection was overruled, says the Jerusalem 
correspondent of THe Times.

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“LEAD US BACK TO JUDAISM” 


Dr. Israel Mattuck’s Views 


“THERE IS A BASIS FOR UNITY” 


From Dr. Iskatt. Matruck (The Liberal Synagogue, St. 
John's Wood Road): 

Dr. Roth deserves our gratitude for insisting with calm but 
forceful emphasis that the Community should realise its 
religious problem. The position is very disturbing. Up to now 
the attempt to face it has been the usual one—to make a 
collection and appoint a committee. The trouble lies, however 
much deeper than where it Can be reached by such means alone. 
Something more, much more, is required. Even the remedy 
suggested by Dr. Roth would have only a limited value. ft 
seems to me that his analysis of the problem points beyond his 
conclusions, 

Some of the factors responsible for the present religious weak- 
ness m the Jewish Community are not specifically Jewish. 
Irrcligion is the prevalent fashion, by which Jews, like others. 
have been adversely affected in their attitude to religion. But 
the tashion ts due to developments in human thought which 
have put difhculties in the way Of traditional religious teaching. 
Judaism ts in a specially favourable position *to overcome them. 
For one thing, it ts not bound by official dogmas. en again, 
its tundamental teachings about the relation between God and 
the universe are such that they need not be disturbed but can 
be rather enriched by the new knowledge. We have to ask 
ourselves whether we have done enough to shah how Judaism 
absorbs ut. To reject it would result in progressive weakness. 
On the ot&er hand, to transiate tt into Jewish thought would 
strengthen Judaism. ; 

Another factor responsible for the prevailing weakness of all 
rehgion the failure ol organised relwion to deal with. the 
large problems that confront our world. Here. again. Judaism 
is im a specially favourable position Ihe lawvivers and 
prophets of the Bible laid down principles not only for the 
lives of individuals but also tor the lives of communities. Dr. 
Roth's complaint ts that Jewish ministers have not presented 
this aspect of Judaism, and he blames that omission for -1s 
present weakness. He ts, I think, right: But 1 wonder how 
much of the blame must attach to the presentation of Judaism 
and how much to the conception of Judaism ° 

Ihe exaggerated stress laid on observances may not be. an 
of method but necessity of thought. It may be due 
to the traditionalism which Dr. Roth approves Inarah. and 
most of the Prophets, felt that it interfered with true religion. 
or, as we should say, with a true understanding of Judawm 
Obviously, religion, like hile, cannot do without tradition. but 
the measure i important. Liberal Judaism, pace tis critics who 
Are more hostile than informed, does not reyect 
tradition, but iw does reject an mdistriminate adherence to it 
Some. Liberdl Jews observe more traditions thin others: and 
wme Liberal Synagogues follow tradition more nearly than 
others. In the Liberal point of view, the importaft clement in 
the attitude to tradition 1% discrimination 

That brings me to the second, the speciicalls Jewish. set ol 
causes responsible for the decline of rclwion among us. Some 
are environmental: it is not necessary to discuss them in. the 
present context. , There is only one wav to overcome them, and 
that i by a strong Jewish attachment in individuals. But that 
is yust what ™ lacking. One of the reasons tor the lack ts, | 
lecl, that Judarsm is most often presented as a collection of 


traditional observances, so much so that some prominent Jews 
have seriously called the Jewish religion “a cult.” Now, 
Judaism, as Dr. Roth points out, is more than tradition; but 
1 am afraid that for many the tremendous place it has given 
to tradition obscures the fact that it is a religion. Is it only 
an accident due to the inadequacy of Jewish preachers that, as 
Dr. Roth says, they have so much to say about observances 
and so littl, | would add, about faith? 

I must make it clear that by traditionalism I do not 
mean Orthodoxy... There is a vast difference between them. 
Traditionalism means adherence to the past: Orthodoxy means 
adherence to a God-given Law. Orthodox Jews observe their 
practices because they believe God commanded them; the 
Traditional Jews, if | understand them, observe their practices 
because they feel attached to them, out of familiarity, out of 
sentimen for the past, and so so. In Orthodoxy, the ceremosgial 
observances are bound up with religious belief: in mere 
Traditionalism, the observances are unrelated to religious 
belief, and, not infrequently, there is a wide divergence between 
them. | am going to permit myself one statement that may 
sound harsh and is certainly intended to be critical. Traditional- 
ism iS not religion, and traditional religious practices, though 
they come from the Jewish past, do not constitute Judaism. 

The identification of Judaism with just a tradition has been 
responsible in no small measure for the alienation of some Jews 
from our religion. It is true they could have found a different 
interpretation of Judaism, but in such matters the prevalent 
lorm carries most weight. Just as some Jews give ut their 
nominal adherence because it is predominant, so others fall 
away trom Judaism altogether because of it, It is futile to 
plead with them t6 see a value in all the traditional observances, 
ihe tact ts that they don’t. And they can.-find support for their 
attitude in the prevalent neglect of most traditional observances 
even by many who avow their adherence to tradition. More- 
over, they want a religion that shall be essentially a faith, an 
interpretation of hile, and an effective guide in the way of living. 
I must capress the fear that the very traditionalism which Dr. 
Roth approves has to take part of the blame for the conditions 
he deplores. Dr. Roth does not want changes, but it is more 
than doubttul whether there is any chance of improving the 
position without some radical changes. 

Ii my purpose were controversial, | should have dealt here 
with criticisms of the Liberal Jewish attitude, some reasonable 
and many groundless: but the grave position described by. Dr 
Roth concerns all sections of the Community. To combat it 
will require a unified effort. There ts a basis for unity in the 
fundamental and essential spiritual and ethical teachings + 
Judarnm. the leaders of the Community have the urgent task 
to study the function of religion in the modern world and the 
ways by which Judaism can fulfil it. There ts no quick* way 
for solving our religious problem, but an organised effort to 
deal with it in a new way will itself help the solution. 


IS THE DAMAGE BEYOND REDEMPTION ? 


From Mr. A. Werner (5S, Longlands, Dawlish. Devon): 

Dr. Roth and vou have rendered a signal service to Judaism 
by calling attention to the parlous state of our religion in 
England to-day. But I have reason to fear that the call is too 
late, that it will fall Gpon deaf ears and pass unheeded. The 
religious sense of the vast majority of our Community has, 
I belicve, become atrophied. An attempt to revive ti. to gal- 
vanise the dying corpse imto life seems to me to be doomed to 
failure. Only a small and ever dwindling minority have any 
adequate knowledge of the sublime truths of our fanh. The 
rest are abysmally ignorant of i. and when not actively or even 
passively hostile are *at best iadiflerent, 

bor almost 20 years | have been in close daily contact with 


large numbers of older Jewish children, and was astounded 
how little they knew or cared for Judaism. Tew indeed were 
those who understood even a few words of Hebrew. I could 
fill columns with stories of what | learned in conversation with 
them and by questions upon many matters of Jewish belief 
and practice. The boys are more familiar with the tables of 
the various football leagues than with the Ten Commandments. 
Both sexes worship t film stars more ardently than the 
Creator of the heavenly luminaries. These statements are not 
the reflections of a senile dyspeptic, but the result of long 
observation and bitter experience. 

The process of disintegration is, ‘unfortunately, not new. It 
has only been multiplied tenfold and accelerated by the dis- 
persion of the larger communities, brought about by the war. 
Various organisations are struggling manfully to save a lew 
planks from the wreck. With one of these, Habonim, | 
am in daily contact,.and can testify to the magnificent work 
performed by the young men and women who are devoting 
themselves to train, “teach, and guide the children under their 
care in the three hostels in Devonshire. , But, after all, it ts 
only a drop im a leaky bucket. 

Dr. Roth asks that we be led back to Judaism. Who is to 
do it? «Let us face the fact that we are leaderlass. Anglo- 
Jewry has long drifted like a rudderless ship upon an uncharted 
ocean. Until an inspired and inspiring leader does arise in our 
midst, I see little hope for a real revival of Judaism. Reiorm 
cammot, and will not, do it, since it is not merely a question 
of this or that change in the Synagogue service. What we 
need is the restoration of Judaism to the home. That was the 
strong fortress which has been pulled down. When that has 
sth achieved the synagogal question will solve itself. Then, 

rhaps, will our preachers instruct us from the pulpit, instead 
of regaling us with politics or airing their views upon social 
questions—subjects ‘which they are no better qualilicd to 
expound than many of their hearers. i

The hope was expressed that this status would 
be altered. 

It was stated that professional workers especially were handi- 
capped in finding suitable positions which would enable them 
to pull their full weesght in the war eifort.

JEWISH “HERO OF THE 
BURMA ROAD” 


American Who Safeguarded China’s 
Life-Line 


Japan is now making her supreme effort to close the 
Burma Road, China's life-line. In a_ recent article the 
AUSTRALIAN Jewisu HERALD, of Melbourne, tells of a Jew, 
Mr. Daniel Arnstein, who has played a leading part in aid- 
ing the flow of American material to China along the Road. 

it had been found, prior to the outbreak of hostilities between 
Japan and the U.S.A., that many obstacles were_ continually 
occurring on the Road to find a solution for these and speed 
up generally traffic along the Road, America has appointed 
Daniel Arnstein as its own director. He ts a former taxi driver 
and his experience and knowledge ot transport methods qualified 
him for this outstanding appointment. 

Mr. Arnstein. in his task of getting the convoys of trucks and 
their precious cargoes through to their destination, has had 
at his call thousands of coolies and many scientific and 
mechanical aids. He had to overcome the delays and destruc- 
tion cause by continual Japanese bombing, as well as the some- 
times impassable conditions of the Road. However, in spre of 
all these and the many other difficulues, Mr. Arnstcin has 
been getting bis convoys through safely. speedily, and m ever- 
increasing numbers. As a tribute to his success he has been 
hailed throughout the United States as “ the hero of the Burma 
Road.”

Quisling as Norway's * Premier 
Patriotic Norwegtans, Norway and abroad. are 
expressing their disgust at the Nazi-appomtment of Vidkun 
Quisling as Norway's Premier,” with power to negotiate 
peace with Germany. The appointment comes at a time 
when anti-Nazi resistance is reaching new heights. loval 
Norwegians are being interned wholesale in concentration 
camps, and Jews are being hounded from public life to 
please the quislings’ Nazi masters. Recently, it was stated 
that the quislingite’ Fugilesang. chief of the Norwegian State 
Secretariat, had been placed in charge of anti-Jewish 
propaganda, and that far-reaching antizJewish measures 
were being prepared, Fuglesangs office is now housed 
in the Roval Palace. ° 

Ihe Norwegian Government in London has meanwhile issued 
a Statement repudiating the appointment of Quisling, who, it 
declares, has never had any support from the Norwegian people, 
and has acted merely as a tool in the hands of the occupying 
Power. The statement adds that the appointment is nothing 
but an attempted fraud by which the Norwegian peaple will 
not be deceived 

The Norwegian people showed their resentment by staving 
indoors during the “ mduction”” ceremony in Oslo on Sunday. 
Armed German troops stood by, and armed quislingtte storm- 
troopers were there as a precaution against demonstrations. But 
on Monday disturbances broke out, and fires occurred at Oslo 
ranlway stations as qusslingites were about to lave the city after 
their week-end’s celebratyons 

Quisling’s speech at the ceremony was obviously dictated by 
the Germans. He said the foremost task was to conclude ‘peace 
with Germany. “All Norwegians,’ he added, “ aware of their 
responsibility must realise that this 1s not only Germany's but 
Norway's war, the Germanic peoples’ and Europe's war against 
England, America, Russfa, and against international Jewry.” 


SCARLET FEVER IN GERMANY 


Nazis Remove Ban on Jewish Doctors 


The German Ministry of Health has issued an order per- 
mitting Jewish doctors, including those recently released from 
the concentyation camps, to treat “ Aryan” children under the 
age of 11 until further notice. This concession is due to the 
scarcity of ** Aryan” doctors in the Third Reich to decal with 
the rapidly spreading scarlet fever cpidemic. 

Jewish dentists are also being permitted to practise. 
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GERMAN ANTI-NAZIS’ APPEAL 
** Overthrow Hitler to Save Germany !” 


A call to the German people to revolt against the Nazi 
regime if they wish to escape the retribution that will be 
meted out’ to Hitler and his satellites has been issued 
over the signatures of 57 anti-Nazi German writers, artists, 
former members of the Reichstag, and trade unionists. 
It is quoted in Soviet Wark News, the bulletin issued by 
the Soviet Embassy in London. Among the signatories are 
Friedrich Wolf, the author of “ Professor Mamlock,” and 
the well-known writer, Theodor Plivier. 

“German men ant German women,” it Ueclares, “ you still 
fail to realise what unexampled crimes are being committed on 
the eastern front, what guilt is borne by your husbands, brothers 
and sons who take part ia them. You do not want to believe 
this. But recail the -ctters which have contained many hints of 
these crimes. Recall the communiqués of the German Supreme 
Comfnand which reported the ruthless sammary treatment of the 
non-combatant population in occupied territorics Recall the 
rivers of blood which Hitler shed in Germany after his seizure of 
power; recal the reople tortured to death in Dachau and 
Oranienburg 

“We are certain it says, “ that many German soldiers did 
not sink so tow as to take part in. these bestial crimes. 
But millions ot Germans at the tront and in the rear, because 
they lack the courage to rise against this shame, become accom- 
plices of the crime. 

“ We desire that on the momentous day of trial the German 
people will have the ‘ight to declare: * We Germans found the 
strength to rise against the criminals in our country. We dis- 
sociated ourselves from them by our deeds and not merely by our 
words, and we ourselves heiped humanity to’ settle accounts with 
Hitler and his horde of murderers.’ 

“ Hit'er’s defeat,” the statement continucs, “ is imminent, but 
woe to Germany if he ts defeated without the participation of 
our people For the salvation of our country, every German 
who is not a coward who ts not Hitler's henchman or an indil- 
ferent, narrow-minded ignoramus must find the strength and 
courage to show an example of struggle against Hitler. 


“ .. Before it is Too Late™ 


“ The peopies have passed an irrevocable death sentence on 
Hitler and the Nazi regime, but they have not yet pass¢d sen- 
tence on Germany. The whole world.” says the statement, “ 1s 
awaiting the voice of the German people.

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ENDEKS FOR POLISH CABINET 


Appointments Arouse Controversy 
(From a Correspondent) 


Following the return of General Sikorski to London, the 
Polish Government has announced three appointments to 
the Cavinet. Dr. Waclaw Komanicki becomes Minister for 
Justice in succession to Dr. Herman Lieberman, who died 
in t.ongon last Uetober. Mr. Jan Kwapinski, a well-known 
member of tne Polish Socialist Party, has been appointed 
Minister of State, as has also Dr. Marian Seyda: 

Ihe new appointments mean that a Government of National 
Unity has been re-established. There will be now two Cabinet 
Ministers—Dr. Komanicki and Dr. Seyda—representing the 
Endek Party, and two Socialists, Mr. Kwapinsky and Mr. 
Stanczyk. The other Ministe:s represent the Peasant Party and 
the Christian Labour Party. 7 

Ihe reappointment of Dr. Seyda to Cabinet rank 1s signitfi- 
cant. He resigned after the conclusion of the Polish-Russian 
agreement as a protest against certain points in the pact. After 
long bargaining and many conferences, Dr. Seyda now re-enters 
the Cabinet, with apparently the agreement of his party chiet, 
Dr. Bielecki. It is actually thought that a post will be provided 
for Dr. Bielicki himself. According to reports, he may «become 
Vice-Chairman of the next National Council and Protesso! 
Grabski will be Chairman. 

In Polish Jewish circles, the reappointment of Dr. Seyda and 
the appointment of Dr. Komanicki are regarded with disfavour, 
particularly since the Endeks, apart from their anti-Jewish record 
i@the past, have also been carrying on anti-Jewish propaganda 
in London. It is not forgotten that in one of his first inter- 
views, published in Myst Potska, the official Endek organ in 
London, Dr. Bielecki refused to commit.himself to anything 
which might even indicate that the Endeks had abandoned 
their anti-Jewish programme. On the contrary, he made it 
clear that he disagreed with the Polish Government's promise 
to order the internal poligy of post-war Poland on a basis of 
equality. It now remains to be seen whether the two Endeks 
will adhere to their leader's programme, and what influence these 
two anti-Semites will have on the policy of the Polish 
Government. 

A significant article at this juncture has appeared in_ the 
Socialist RoBOTNIK by the well-known writer Antoa Slonimski, in 
which he likens the Endeks to the supporters of Oswald Mosley, 
and urges their exclusion from the Cabinet.

THE END OF THE NAVEMAR 
** Hell-Ship’’ Sunk by U-Boats 


Jewish refugees will recall with bitterness and horror the 
Spanish cargo-boat, Nayemar, which, it was announced last 
week, had been sunk by Axis U-boats. 

The Navemar, a 20-year-old “ slum-ship,” arrived in New 
York last September with a compliement of at least 1,200 
passengers, all of them European refugees. She was equipped 
to carry only 200 passengers. At least six people died on the 
voyage, and conditions on board were described by a United 
States doctor as the most appalling he had ever seen. The 
Navemar was described as a “ floating concentration camp.” 

A Jewish Telegraphic Agency correspondent who went over 
it while it was in port in Lisbon wrote: “ The dormitories 


where the passengers spend most of their time must be seen to’ 


be believed. There are two huge dormitories in the hold, com- 
posed of row after row of double-ticred bunks. Since the holds 
were designed only for dead freight, there are no port-holes and 
no ventilation, except for that supplied by the deck-hatch, which 
remains ogen when the weather permits. In quarters such as 
these over 400 men and women over sixty years of age, 100 
children, and 600 others of all ages will spend the next 60 
davs or more’

THE time has come for the Community to devote some 
serious thought and attention to the present position 
and future development of what has come to be known 
as Jewish Defence; to consider its general aims and, not 
least, their relation to one another in the ficld of 
practical work. 

In recent months there has been a marked tendency 

owing largely to the malpractices of a few Jewish 


offenders amongst the apparently populous Black 
Market—for communal attention to be fastened dis- 
proportionately on this aspect of Defence, and, in 
consequence, to neglect consideration of the many 


other cognate Defence activities that must, and indeed 
are, beng carried on. This tendency, like all things 
which help to throw perspective out of alinement and 
judgment out of balance, is dangerous and may well do 
mischief. For while. on the one hand, it leads people 
to concern themselves only with a single facet of a 
really large problem, on the other it clothes this particu- 
lar branch of work with a disproportionate import- 
ance and thus indirectly helps to defeat the very purpose 
of the Defence organisation. 

Ihere is, as the Community ts aware, a Defence Com- 
mittee, set up by the Board of Deputies, and there was 
in turn set up by this Committee a Trades Advisory 
Council. created for the performance of- special and 
important tasks, including the elimination of business 
abuses among Jews, however few these may be. Under 
the impetus derived from the enthusiasm and energies 
of its direction, salaried and honorary, this body has 
set about its labours with an-earnestness, and often 
with a success, that deserves the warmest acknowledg- 
ment. Like all human instruments, however, it ts not 
free from defects, and especially trom the defects of 
its own adntirable qualities. Impelled by its’ very 
dynamism, it has been drawn, or has plunged, into the 
problems of black-marketism, with the purpose, of 
course, of vindicating Jewry. Its object entirely 
commendable. But even the best of purposes must 
clearly be pursued with restraint and proportion, and 
with an all-round comprehension of the communal 
interests. It would not do, for instance, if, through 
flamboyant gestures, or’over-stressing the gravity of the 
Black Market agitation so far as Jewry is concerned, 
the gullible or malevolent should be encouraged to 
helieve that their worst suspicions were confirmed——out 
of the mouths of the Jews themselves. There is a very 
definite peril in overdoing things. It gives the tm- 
pression that the Community is unintentionally nailing 
its own ears to the pump, and, so far trom arresting 
calumny. it is apt to send it speeding on its way. The 
only people who could then rejoice would be the vast 
majority of black-marketeers for whom, being non- 
Jews. this. diversion of attention to Jewish offences, 
actual or alleged, would do the office of a smoke-screen 


*hehind which they could get along with their neltarious 


practices with comparative immunity. Nor could one 
blame them excessively if Jewish blundering helped 
them to execute the old pickpocket’s trick and shout 
“Stop thief,” thereby sending atthorities and public 
chasing after the wrong quarry. 

This is assuredly not a plea for secrecy and hugger- 
mugger. Far from it! But between a sense ol propor- 
tion and the fitness of things, and insufficient apprecia- 
tion of these saving graces. an important difference 
exists. The Trades Advisory Council is the last body 


that would knowingly allow itself to act as a sounding-. 


board for anti-Jewish suspicions or defamation. Its 
labours, by no means overlooked in the past, consist 
in the solid, quiet, unobtrusive work of enlightenment, 
of correction, of timely interventions to prevent or 
dissipate misunderstanding, of efforts to foster fellow- 
ship and goodwill among Jews and non-Jews in the 
business world—tasks, indeed, of supreme importance, 
in the discharge of which even the most distinguished 
may take worthy pride. : 

The work of the: parent body, the Defence Com- 
mittee, is of longer range and wider scope. It provides 
no opportunities for sensational activities, and, by its 
very nature, can rarely enjoy the clear-cut successes 
which the T.A.C., in its more particular work, has been 
able to record. It is, in the main, unspectacular. For 
that very reason it has not gained the attention nor 
anything like the praise that it most certainly deserves. 
In the production of effective literature in the form of 
leaflets and books (notably the two on the Jews written 
by Mr. Sidney Salomon, its very able and energetic 
secretary); in the tireless tracking down and refutation 
of calumny; by its. discreet investigations into anti- 
Semitic activities, by its open-air addresses, its lectures to 
non-Jews; its eddcative work at appropriate times: and 
its courageous and tactful approaches to the unwitting 


victims of Nazi and Fascist deception, it has rendered 
signal servicer And this service is none the less valuable 
because its effect cannot, as has been said, in the nature 
of things, be measured, or because it was carried out 
without pretension or réclamie. 

It is of the first importance, therefore, that both the 
Committee and its specialised offshoot should be recog- 
nised as respectively the major and thessubsidiary bodies 
they are, and that, as such, each should take its honoured 
place in the general scheme of things. Between them 
they represent a Defence mechanism of wide and 
growing experience, and neither of them can we afford 
to underrate, much less sacrifice. There ts, we are 
sure, sufficient statesmanship among them to accept this 
point of view, and sufficient tolerance and public spirit 
to make allowance for errors, if not candidly to con- 
fess them, all co-operating without pettiness or friction 
for the success of the sacred common cause. The work 
of these two bodies, we know, calls for much patience. 
They. and more especially their paid secretaries, are 
becoming: “technical experts,” and expertness and 
experience is accumulating with those honorary workers 
of longest and most deVoted labour in this field. From 
such men much patience ts required to extract the best 
from the enthusiastic amateur, the new-comer in this 
work from amongst whose possible blundering ignor- 
ance there may yet occasionally emerge a valuable idea. 

Anti-Semitic sentiment did not originate with the 
black market of war-tume, and will not become quiescent 
when the joy-bells of peace begin to ring. «After the 
war there will be a grand gaol delivery of anti-Semites. 
Fifth Columnists and would-be quislings will be free 
again, thirsting for scapegoats. The pre-war Fascist 
and Nazi technique will not have been forgotten. Most 
likely it will have been planned in far greater efliciency 
during the months of forced seclusion. War restraints 
on the written and spoken word will be removed. Street- 
corner bluster will again be in full blast. The ban on 
marches may be lifted. In a word, the whole of the 
pre-war abuse and slander campaign may well be 
resumed where it was suspended by the present con- 
flict. If the Community is wise it will be under no 
illusions, but be warned in time. Certainly the gravity 
of their responsibilities must be clear to the bodies 
charged with the communal Defence. They must be 
prepared, against “ the day.” ready to avert, in harmony 
and brotherhood, what may prove a real peril to the 
peace of their brethrén in these islands. 


MORE “INTUITIONS ” 


IN his latest diatribe Hitler was, like his “invincible” army, 
on the defensive, except, of course. in his references to the 
Jews, where his harangue became a sort of offensive defen- 
sive. Having named Britain as the Chief war-maker-—not so 
long ago Mr. Roosevelt was his pet nomination for that 
office-—he reminded himself that Jewry too has a claim to 
the unensiable distinction, and so proceeded to denominate 
as the continuous driving force in causing unrest among 
the peoples. The Fihrer seems to have as many scapegoats 
lor his own long-planned and openly avowed villainies as 
he appears to have major military operations! Then he 
wandered into prophecy. When this war was declared. he 
exclaimed. he had would not be the world which 
would perish at command but the Jews them- 
selves: “the Jews are the ones who will be finally 
Well. if nothing more comes of this particular 
than tollowed his announcement that the 
\rmy was annihilated and that the war would be 
1940. there is litthe cause for anxiety. This war, 
he assured his “perplexed countrymen, “will be fought in 
the true Biblical’ manner—an eye for an eye and a tooth 
for a tooth.” The over-kindly who shudder at the thought 
of retribution for the bloodthirsty Nazi miscreants may well 
lake note of that promise. Only once did Hitler emerge 
from his tangle of contradictions and approach real possi- 
bilities. The hour will come, he said, when England will 
also become anti-Semitic. As the prime propagator of anti- 
Semitism here, as elsewhere, he no doubt spoke at least of 
something for which he had consistently worked. It is 
for Britain, thus warned, to prove this prophecy one more 
“intuition gone ruimously astray.

They carry indeed reassurance and 
hope through a world in’ which destruction is rampant. 
Their existence brings comfort to faltering hearts and 
reproof to cynics who doubt if mankind's future is-anything 
but repeated relapses into barbarism. They remind us of 
the living Providence “ whose mercy endureth for ever,” and 
whose will and example will vet surely prevail. Need Jews 
any exhortation to mercy, in the light of the all-embracing 
humanity of their Prophetic and Rabbinic teachings? “What 
doth the Lord require of thee, but to do justly, and to love 
mercy... desired mercy, and not sacrifice.” 


The Duke of Gloucesters Fund demands mercy and 
sacrifice. It is pure practical Judaism applied to the terrible 
ills and sufferings of this hour. Let us be true—lavishly 
irue--to our glorious faith! 


THE NEW POLISH COUNCIL 


News of the Jewish appointments to the Polish National 
Council is sure to arouse a considerable amount of interest 
even beyond Polish Jewish circles. In such matters, of 
course, a great deal of heart-burning and an avalanche of 
criticism is to be expected, since the variety of views in 
Polish Jewish politics is notorious. But, broadly speaking, 
and as they may be seen to indicate the attitude of General 
Sikorski’s administration, they would seem to show little 
more than a determination to make minimum adjustments 
to events. The proven services and counsel of Dr. Ignacy 
Schwarzbart, a man of considerable ability, sound balance, 
common sense, courage, and tact, are retained. Both he and 
the Polish Council are to be congratulated thereon. The 
new additional member is a_ Bundist, and this quite 
obviously reflects the desire to establish closer relations 
with the Socialist elements, whose importance is naturally 
increased since the collaboration with Russia has* pro- 
ceeded. This second Member has the added advantage of 
being resident in America. On the whole, one may reason- 
ably hope that the Jewish cause, gallantly upheld up to 
now by Dr. S hwarzbart, will gain valuable support, and 
the Council it. ‘€ be strengthened by the addition of one 
representing progressive views, even though he may ‘not 
command so many supporters amongst Polish Jewry as, 
for example, an Agudist representative might have done. 
Meanwhile, those who are apt to indulge excessive political 
excitement over the tendencies in the exiled Government 


. should ponder thé utter, abject, indescribable misery of the 


people of Poland to-day. both Jew and non-Jew, under the 
Nazi heel. Merely to contemplate this stupendous tragedy 
is to see the politics of émigré Poland in a surer perspective. 


ANTI-SEMITISM AND TREACHERY 


two extreme nationalist leaders in South Africa, Dr. - 
Malan and Dr. van Rensberg, have repudiated responsi- 
bility tor the recent serious acts of sabotage in that country. 
It will be noted, however, that van Rensberg is the leader of 
the Ossewa-Brandwag, a body that had just previously come 
into increased notoriety through the arrest of hundreds of 
the South African police and railway police who turned out 
to be members of its Secret Storm Troop Division. During 
those raids, it will be remembered, bombs and-other explo- 
sives were discovered. Now it is stated definitely that Naz 
agents operating from Portuguese East Africa were respon- 
sible for the blowing up of the main high-tension pylons at 
Vereeniging connecting the Victoria Falls power station 
with the Rand goldmines. But this does not alter the fact 
that Dr. van Rensherg cannot escape all resporgbility for 
the seditious doings of a part of his own organisation. This 
hody does not stand alone. for the numerous factions into 
which the Nationalist Party’ has split are all, So to speak, 
tarred with the same Nazi brush and compete with the 
Ossewa-Bragdway in is devious courses.

fHt notorious anti-Semite, Dr. Malan, for instance, has 
his own Africaner Action Front.” with its battle-teams 
and all the rest of the Nazi instruments.

CENSORSHIP VAGARIES 

Tut replies given by the Colonial Under-Secretary to 
questions regarding the exercise of the local censorship in 
connection with the Jewish recruiting campaign in Palestine 
amoumted to very definite contradictions of allegations 
which were no less pointed. How these ever came to be 
made and repeated in more than one reputable quarter must, * 
one supposes, remain a mystery in the absence of informa- 
lion. But there is another complaint that has been brought 
against the Censorship in question—its drastic conduct in 
deleting more than three-quarters of a leading article by, the 
Very Reverend Dr. Norman MacLean in the PaLestine 
Post. This article appeared on Christmas Day, 1940, which 
happened to coincide with the Festival of Chanucah, and 
the deletions included the part in which the writer very 
aptly, having regard to the o€tasion, stressed the Jewish 
origins of the Christian Church and the Moslem faith. Why 
were historical facts treated so summarily, particularly as 
the Writer was a distinguished former Moderator of the 
General Assembly and a Chaplain to the King? Is the 
suggestion of our respected contemporary,.the Britisu 
WEEKLY, that it is traceable to some local internecine 
Christian feud, to be accepted as the whole explanation? A 
question has already been asked on this really extraérdirmary 
matter and a promise given of a fulleinquiry in Palestine. 
It is to be hoped that the result of the investigation will soon 
be published, if only for the sake of the Censorship itself, 
which has for a long time created a widespread impression 
that its spirit and methods are 4 survival of the accursed 
“appeasement” policy which contributed to the 
present world war, and a feeling that it is unintentionally 
pandering to every mischief-makipg element apy 
undermine and belittle the power and the justice of British 
rule.

Prominent South African Zionist 


The death, which occurred on Monday, as a result of a 
motor accident on the previous day, of Mr. Michael Haskel, 
is a severe loss to the Zionist movement and particularly 
to the New Zionist Organisation of South Africa, of which 
he was President. He was 63 years of age.

PROFESSOR T. LEVI-FCIVITA

The death of Professor Tulho Levi-Civita, Jewish member of

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JEWISH SOCIAL ETHICS 
The Influence of Hillel 


“Jewish Social Ethics in Post-Biblical Times” was the 
subject of a lecture delivered by Mr. J. Hodess to the members 
of the Institute for Jewish Learning, at 151, Finchley Road 
N.W., on Sunday. Professor E. Mittwoch presided. 

The lecturer said that post-Biblical Jewish ethics were almost 
entirely dependent on religious proscriptions in various ages 
by varied exponents of Judaism. ¢ nature of Jewish morals, 
Jewish values, and standards was not stationary; theyspassed 
through progressive stages at diflerent periods in accordance 
with the conditions under which Jews lived. Through the pre- 
cepts and practice of the Halacha and Agadah, ethical principles 
were established and consolidated, and Jewish ethics played a 
greater part in Jewish daily life than the ethics of nations with 
Siates behind them to enforce them. 

The lecturer mentioned several of the social ethical principles 
enunciated by Jewish sages of the period under review. With 
Hillel, he said, social ethics advanced cénsiderably. Hillel's 
moral personality, modesty, and tolerance cxercised as much 
influence in his own days as did his teachings in subsequent 
generations, and his social teachings included bodily as well as 
moral perfection. It was also Hillel's teachings that inspired 
ihe subsequent spiritual leaders and teachers to. stress the 
principles of social ethics—always, of course, said Mr. Hodess, 
on the basis of the Bible. The lecturer also referred to the 
Jewish dictum that im all disputes that required settlement 
before the courts there must be two witnesses, both of whom 
must be of high moral character. People with a lust for moncy, 
he said, and moneylenders, gamblers, fools unable to discrimin- 
ate, and people suspected of dishonesty, were unacceptable 
as WILNCSSECS. 


BLOOD LIBEL REVIVED FOR ARABS 


A new note was recently introduced into Axis propaganda 
bioadcasts to the Arab-speaking countries by the remtroduction 
of the old and repeatedly discredited “ blood libel ” accusation, 
states a report from Ankara, Turkey. While the Bari and Zeesen 
stations continue to pour out stories of an alleged plan to 
include the whole of Syria in a Jewish State, and of preferential 
treatment for Jewish traders in Syria, who (say these Fascist 
propagandists) are permitted to “ enslave ~ the native Arabs, 
Radio Athens last week broadcast in Arabic the first of a series 
eo! Jewssh Criminal Activities.” 

Ihis retailed agai, with a wealth of “ horrific detail, the 
notorious “ framed ~ ritual murder trial at Damascus a century 
ayo Ihe broadcast linked up the Damascus story with a 
violent diatribe against the Arab loyalists in Palestine, declaring 
that the descendants of Rabbi Bulafia, who was involved in 
the Damascus case, are still living in Jafla as Moslem converts. 
Onc of these, continued the radio, ws Dr. Khalil Abulatia, 

aho still inherits the criminal and treacherous tendencies 
of his ancestors. FAd who tives in Jaffa, near his Jewish relatives. 


‘This story.” the broadcast concluded, “ gives us a very 
clear idea of the criminal tendencies of the Jews and then 
love of bloodshed. They regard themselves as the chosen 


reople of God and the rest of humanity as slaves werthy only 
o! exploitation.” 

Ihe allegation that. “ American greed extends to the Near 

t”’ is made in a Zeesen broadcast in Arabic, which avers 
that “ Roosevelt's envoy, in a speech in Jerusalem,” made tt 
clear that the declared policy of the President of the United 
States is to establish an independent Jewish State, greater in 
area than has ever been suggested betorc, and that America's 
entry into the war is the only guarantee for the founding of 
this State 

Ihe broadcast appeals to Atabs not to allow their destinies 
io be identified wih those of the Anglo-Saxon peoples, since 
they know that this anti-Arab policy has been hatched out 
between London and Washington.

The Association of Jewish Ex-Servicemen, Woburn Mouse, 
Upper Woburn Place, has just issued its annual report for the 
year to September 30, 1941, of which the following are extracts: 

In the third year of the war the Asdociation has successfully 
maintained its position despite many difficulties. Members are 
dispersed throughout the country, and the majority afe in the 
Services. Functions cannot be organised in aid of our funds and 
we are largely dependent on our subscriptions. An enormous 
amount of work has been done in acquainting serving men and 
women with the work of the Association and the British Legion, 
and we have laid the foundations of a great movement which, in 
normal times, will be needed more than ever. 

“ The blasting of our office by enemy action did not involve a 
sioppage of our usual activities, including the dispatch of com- 
forts to the troops, pension cases, assistance, and distribution of 
Jewish literature. Nearly 10,000 copies of our Jewish Pocket 
Handbook has been distributed to the Forces.” 

Regret is expressed at the resignation from the Secretaryship of 
Mr. Alexander Gordon, on his appointment as Secretary of the 
Anglo-Palestinian Club, although he would continue toeact in the 
position in an honorary capacity. The same sentiments are ex- 
pressed in the report of the Monash Branch of the British Legion. 

This report also states that though some branches of the 
British Legion had had to curtail or suspend their activities, the 
Monash Branch were fortunate to have been able to “ hold the 
fort,” and had even increased the number of annual subscribers. 
The Branch comforts are being sent to the Forces: the 
Britssh Legion Journal maintains its number of readers; the 
Branch National Savings Group carries on its good work: and 
the honorary members in the Forces now number over 1,100.

WHITTINGEHAME FARM SCHOOL 
TO CLOSE 


Insufficiency of Pupils 
From Mrs. ROBERT B. SOLOMON (Acting Chairman) 
“To the Editor of THe Jewist: CHRONICLE 


Sia,—In your issue of January 23, appreciative notice was 
given to Whittingehame Farm School, pointing out the useful 

urpose served by the schoo! in the training ot the Jewish refugee 
oy and girl for life in Patestine or any overseas country, and 
urging the transier to Whittingchame of such boys and girls 
not already engaged in any really useful course of study. 

This article may cause contusion in the minds of some of 
your readers, in that it is now common knowledge in the com- 
munity that Whittingchame House, as a training centre for 
Jewish youth, is about to be closed. 

That the Board of Governors were reluctantly compelled to 
take this gecision was due manly to the fact that the community 
did not fully appreciate the benefit to the Jewish youth.of an 
agricultura! life, and training in a Jewish environment. It would 
appear that both individual guarantors, and in some Cases 
Regional Refuece Committecs responsible for these young 
people, preferred to adopt the more. short-sighted policy of 
sending these yvoung people into the towns, where many of them 
are engavcd in blind alley occupations For the past year, the 
Governors have been makime exhaustive investigations through- 
out the country with the obsect of getting fresh pupils for the 
school. tt 1% mainly because the response was so poor that the 
f,overnors have been compelled to take the decision of closing 
the school

But he did not listen to his friends, and, 
determined to go on, he took the road that the 
Israclites had trod during their 40 years’ wan- 
derings in the wilderness. He aged very much 
during this period and when friends met him 
in Damascus and again in Tyre, they saw his 
days were numbered. ‘i 


A Dramatic 


After Tyre, we have no actual record of his 
journey, Sut tradition has said. that just as he 
came in sight of Jerusalem, his whole heart 
leapt up with the beauty of the spectacle. Filled 
with pent-up emotion, he stopped and bowed 
his head to the ground and he sang his beauti- 
ful elegy “ Zion ha-lo-Tish ‘ali.”” Just at that 
moment, an Arab horseman dashed out of the 
gate, and knocked the poct down, killing him 
instantly. Thus perished one of the best known 
and sweetest singers in Isracl. His songs have 
helped people to forget their oppression and 
have given courage and joy to many. 

Judah Halevi's verse is mostly religious, but 
he wrote many poems for his triends to cele- 
brate their family events, such as on the birth 
of a baby, or on a nfarriage. From his writ- 
ings we gather that he had only one daughter 
and later a grandson, for whom many of his 
poems were composed. 


Ihe poet loved and .served God every 
moment of: his lite.” Nearly every Yomtov, 
fast day, and minor festival has a poem. dedi- 
cated to it, and you may have read several of 
them in the Yomtov services without realising 
who wrote them. Do you remember the poem 
we read on Pesach when we stop praying for 
rain, Dew. precious dew"? The Hebrew 1s 
by Judah Halevi and the translation is by the 
late Isracl Zangwill As ‘a religious poet, he 
probably stands foremost among post-Biblical 
Jewish writers. More than 300 of his poems 
ha been imtroduced into various parts of our 
pravyer-book, and all his hymns have elevated 
our Synagogue and home services 


Here is a short poem called, “ The Lord is 
my Portion” it is a cry tor individual liberty

THE JEWISH ARMY AND THE JEWISH FUTURE 
The article in the New ‘York Times, quoted in Tue Jewisn 
CHuronicie, by calling the movement for a Jewish Army a 
“ Zionist Army” is misleading. But 1 blame the Zionists for 
it. The idea of.a Jewish Army and a Jewish Palestine should 
not be joined together; the former can hardly be objected to 
on political grounds, whilst the latter has many objectors. In 
my letter in THe Jewisn Curonicte of December 26 1 shid 
that a Jewish Army organised’in the United States would help 
io the establishment of a Jewish National Home. Palestine 
cannot be a home for the great majority of Jews. Those who 
could not be happy anywhere else should be free to go there. 
Ihose who prefer the flesh-pots of Egypt should remain there: 
but the great majority of Jews must have a free land, free from 
any claim on it by ofhers; and we must have ®ur own army 
to defend that home. The Atlantic Charter may be'a good 
remedy for all other minorities, but not for us Jews. We had 
bitter experience in those countries which owed their independ- 
ence to Versailles on the solemn promise to treat their minorities 
with equality. How did they treat us? Nothing will dispel the 
virus of anti-Semitism from a large number of Gentiles. As in 
case of tuberculosss, the majority of people have the germ 
but at is not active with them. Under normal conditions the 
germs remain mactive; but in times of convulsions, distress, etc., 
ihe antisSemitic germs gain the mastery. Where to get such a 
ce land must be left to the Allies in conference when they 
hall have destroy¢d Nazism, A Jewish Army helping to gain 
the great victory would have a greater effect on the above- 
entioned conference than sentimental arguments and appeals. 
Ihe wisest af men said that there is a time and scason for 
everything. The nagging of the British GoNernment by the 
Zionists about Palestine’s affairs and the non-fulfilment of the 
tulfour Declaration ts not timely. The Zionists’ demands for 
lewish units in the Army would not contribute to our 
uNe Ther meritorious deeds would not be made known to 
he general public, which ts stedll under the false impression 
i we are not contributing our share to the fighting forces.—

always an exercise in sharpening and quickening 
wits. If a @hild understands only half of the 
patter fired off in some shows, he will have had 
to convtentrate considerably in the effort. Above 
all, his interest will have been stimulated, which 
is really the crux of the whole art of instructing 
the young. The enormous popularity of the 
“Brains Trust.” even with young children, 
many of whom have from time to time sub- 
mitted intelligent questions, proves how cap- 
able the children are of receiving educative 
information, provided only that it is presented 
to them in an interesting and acceptable form. 

Again, the visual medium of the film must 
go a long way towards encouraging in young 
children high standards of grace and those 
physical accomplishments which are as vital in 
the process of complete education as ts. the 
acquisition of mental knowledge. Time and 
again, educational reformers have complained 
that we send our children’s heads to school and 
leave their bodies behind, and in 
every educational system now 
based on scientific consideration 
of the child's needs the inclusion 
of dancing, music, and rhythm ts 
automatic.

Centre for Lagdon. Many Jewish leaders 
attended to support the idea, but to every- 
one’s amazement, Mr. de Rothschild vigor- 
ously opposed it. He was severely criticised 
at the meeting and also in the next issue of 
THe CHRONICLE. Some years later. 
however, he became a convert to the idea, 
and it was he who performed the opening 
ceremony of Woburn House in March, 1932, 
But that is not all. The Alliance Assurance 
Company, of which he was Chairman, lent 
the mone. to the Concordia Estates for the 
erection of the building, which cost £75,000. 


Mr.*de Rothschild presided at many 
appeal dinners to raise tunds for Jewish 


charities. Appealing on one such occasion 
lor the Home tor Aged Jews, he advised his 
listeners, in their efforts to get new 
scribers, to be persistent and pushful, as ner- 
sistent, in fact, as msurance canvassers.

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PRIZES FOR WASTE-PAPER COLLECTION 


A neat and useful idea was hit on recently by Mr. Herman 
Darewski in connection with the drive for the salvage of waste 
paper, material so urgently wanted in the providing of munitions 
of war. Mr. Darewski was in the bill at the Kingston Empire a 
week or two ago, and he offered prizes of £3, £2 and £1 to mem- 
bers of the audience who took to the theatre the best weights of 
waste paper during that week. Thus was observed each evening 
the sight of scores of people carrying bundles of books. maga- 
zines, newspapers, cardboard, etc., wich them into the auditorium. 
Their bundles were weighed in scales provided by the Kingston 
Council and then put ingo big sacks for removal to the appro- 
priate repulping mills 

Many socicties and other organisations have found an obvious 
way of saving paper especially at this time of year. when most 
of them are preparing their annual reports and balance-shects. 
The old practice was to supplement the “ business ” portion ol 
these publications with the complete ists of subscribers. 
admittedly im peace-time a useful way of acknowledging the 
generosity and kindnesses of subscribers, donors, legators, and 
so on. But in a war when paper is such a vital war material. it 
is really suthcient for donors to receive their formal personal 
receipts, and those societies (and indirectly their contributors) 
now temporarily dispensing with their lists are in this way saving 
a great amount of valuable paper for other more vital purposes 
and are thus performing a patriotic action.
